In dismissing the charge, Sisk 
held that an old Sioux City ordi- 
nance which prohibits men from 
trying to make the acquaintance 
of women in public places was 
unconstitutional. 

In dismissing the charge, 
Judge Sisk said he took “judi- 
cial notice of the commonly 
known fact that acquaintances 
‘are. made daily without formal 
introductions by third persons 
and without immoral or inde- 
cent intentions.” The judge 
added he hoped his ruling would 
not be construed as “a license to 
curbstone Romeos.”

An investigation to determine 
whether nursing home regula- 
tions have been violated, and 
whether existing laws affecting 
them are adequate, was suggest- 
ed to a new St. Louis county 
grand jury today by Circuit 
Judge Noah Weinstein in his 
formal charge. 

The jury of 12 includes six 
women, more than have ever 
served on such a body before. 

Judge Weinstein said the in- 
quiry should be directed particu- 
larly at plumbing and electrical 
wiring. Further, he said, it 
should be determined whether 
thé public works department, 
which issues plumbing and elec- 
trical permits, is properly staffed. 

Other Subjects to Check. 
Among other subjects the 
jury might wish to investigate 
Judge Weinstein listed location 
of the county jail, establishment 
of a holdover separate from the 
jail, contract bidding, and audit- 
ing of county offices. 

He noted that a law now re- 
quires that the jail be in Clay- 
ton, but said the jurors might 
well recommend to the State 
Legislature that it be some- 
where else in the county, with 
provision for separation of first 
offenders and rehabilitation of 
prisoners. | 

“You should consider whether 
the county is receiving the ad- 
vantages of true competitive 
bidding,” he said, and specifi- 
cally mentioned. purchasing of 
supplies and equipment, con- 
struction and maintenance of 
streets and highways, and rental 
of space. ;

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oo Great to Be Denied 
One federal agency which the average citizen 
cannot afford to have budgeted into flabbiness 
is the Food and Drug Administration. The FDA 
protects his health and his pocketbook. Yet it is 
no longer able to do its job well, according to a 
startling warning from an official who knows. 

Bradshaw Mintener, Assistarit Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, tried to put the 
public on notice in an gddress to a New York 
Bar Association group. As reported by the 
United Press: 


“The present level of appropriations places 
a limitation on efforts to prevent contamina- 
tion of the nation’s food and. drug supply 
with filth, and eliminates most planned pro- 
grams to seek out violations which cheat 
the consumer,” he said. 

As an example, he said that the FDA has 
had to drop its checking of products’ weight, 
and tests to determine if water or cheapen- 
ing ingredients have been added to food. 
Mr. Mintener also revealed that FDA’s opera- 


tions today are practically the same as in 1940, 
held there by inadequate funds. So is its staff. 
Yet there are far more food and drug products 
on the market than 15 years ago. There are mil- 
lions more consumers to be protected against 
harmful products and deceitful advertising. The 
public interest in FDA has grown, but FDA has 
not. 

Unfortunately this extremely important agency 
has suffered a kind of continuing crisis of neglect 
or attack for many years. Only three years ago, 
because of an omission of law, FDA lost author- 
ity to send inspectors into factories, which it had 
been doing for years. Congress restored this 
power after constant urging from Congress- 
woman Leonor Sullivan of St. Louis and others. 

Now comes an Assistant Secretary of the 
Cabinet department in charge of FDA to tell 
the public that the agency cannot assume its full 
responsibilities. Where is’ the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare in this picture? 
Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby ought to be in the front 
lines protecting her important but hobbled 
agency. 

“The needs of the public and of the regulated 
industries are too great te be denied,” Mr. Min- 
tener said. The needs of housewives and hungry 
families and sick persons requiring sound drugs 
are too great to be denied. And the needs of 
FDA are too great to be denied. 

Congress should give it ample funds for a 
staff of inspectors adequate to protect the pub- 
lic welfare. 
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Eat an Egg 

The Government wants everybody to eat eggs, 
eggs and more eggs. In fact, it wouldn’t mind if 
the entire populaiton went on an egg binge. The 
problem-producing fact is that hens are flooding 
the market with a record supply. Since the egg 
industry has not asked the Government for price 
supports, Secretary of Agriculture Bensoh thinks 
the least consumers can do in return is eat eggs. 
Lots more eggs. 

Eating more eggs should be a cinch. For, in 
addition to being good fried, poached, boiled, 
and steamed, cooked with tomato juice or wine 
or minced clams or mushrooms, made into ome- 
lettes or eaten with crepes suzettes, eggs can 
be plopped into any number of edibles and 
drinkables with nothing but profit to the palate! 

Whether inserted into a chocolate malted milk 
shake or cornbread or a Ramos gin fizz, an extra 
egg makes almost anything good and anything 
good a little better. So down with all those extra 
eggs—for nourishment, for edification, and, like 
Secretary Benson says, for country.

State Senator William E. Hilsman of St. Louis 
is exhibiting a touching concern over the size of 
the salary paid to Recorder of Deeds Anthony 
J. Denny. The Senator thinks the City Hall of- 
fice holder deserves $10,000 annually instead of 
the $6000 he now gets. 

Senator Hilsman even has a. scheme to get 
around the statutory prohibition against boost- 
ing the salary of a publte official during his 
term of office. He would give Mr. Denny a few 
additional duties—even though they are unneces- 
sary—and the extra pay would be for the “extra” 
work, Isn’t that nice? This trick was worked in 
a previous Legislature for the benefit of City 
Treasurer John J, Dwyer, chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee. His salary as Treas- 
urer is $8000; it was raised to $10,000 by giving 
him the job of supervising parking meter opera- 
tions at an extra $2000 a year. 

Senator Hilsman, who happens to be Demo- 
cratic committeeman in the Twenty-eighth Ward, 
evidently reasons that what is good enough for 
the party chairman is good enough for a faith- 
ful wheéthorse like Mr. Denny. After all, Mr. 
Denny has been gracious enough to provide pub- 
lic employment for three members of the City 
Committe. 1 

No one is likely to object to higher pay for 
the Recorder of Deeds if a good case is made 
for it. The objection lies in the cheap device of 
creating unnecessary work to get around the law. 
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Are the Fonndations Afraid? 
The attack of the Reece committee on such in- 


stitutions as the Rockefeller and Ford Founda- 


tions was à fraud, but a successful one. So says 
Robert M. Hutchins, former Chancellor of the 
University of Chicago and now president of the 
Fund for the Republic. The foundations have 
been frightened away from everything that 
threatens to be controversial or unpopular. 

If this is tte, the effect is worse than its 
cause. At almost the same time Mr. Hutchins was 
talking, Gordon C. Clapp, former chairman of 
the Tennessee Valley Authorney, was warning of 
the prejudice against dissent and independent 
thinking which now is influencing government. 
Prof. Theodore Brameld of New York Uiversity 
talked of the anti-intellect¥al war conducted by 
“notorious demagogues, patriotic groups and re- 
actionary congressional committees” and of the 
insecurity and fear they have spread. 

All too sadly; these complaints have become 
an old story. More than one man has kept his 
mouth shut, even when his record was quite 
without blame, because of the price he might 


have to pay for fr ech: a blight on 
his ches ssh os by pred — of elear - 


ing himself on a malicious charge of contempt 
or even of perjury. 

What is new is Mr. Hutchins's declaration that 
even the great foundations are bowing to this 
madness. But their affairs are, after all, con- 


cult henceforth to use congressional machinery 
for abuse, But the administrators of the schools 
and the foundations will have to do their part, 
too. If they “play it safe” and leave the burden 


to the handicapped individual, they forget the - 


chief responsibility of their institutions: cultiva- 


tion of the. ub. 
The Arts and the Government 


In recommending the establishment of a Fed. 
eral Advisory Commission for the Arts, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has directed attention to a 
shocking weakness in our national culture. In 
the richest country in the world the average 
“successful” novelist makes about $3000 a year. 
Composers, sculptors and painters must find 
the main support for themselves and their fam- 
ilies in allied or remote activities. Poets are so 
disregarded that they have great difficulty n 
getting anybody to publish their works. 


Nothing in the President's recommendation | 


implied that federal subsidies for art were even 
being considered. Vet this is certainly one 
field in which governmental subsidy could oper- 
ate without the slightest danger to the letter, 
the spirit or the mechanics of free enterprise. 
Admittedly it would need to operate with care. 
Indiscriminate aid to artists would not neces 
sarily improve the quality of their work or stim- 
ulate a wider appreciation of it in the public. 

The creation of a certain number of limited 
fellowships for artists of demonstrated capacity, 
however, would at least free them from the 
necessity of wasting their time in other pur- 
suits. It would also constitute a kind of public 
recognition that conceivably would improve 
their standing in the community. 

But whatever may be done would need to be 
administered by a commission wholly non-par- 
tisan and free enough in its thinking to tolerate 
the widest possible latitude of expression. The 
benefited artist ought not be required to con- 
sult the prejudices of his Congressman. And 
for that reason, the establishment of a self-per- 
petuating board of qualified citizens would be 
preferable to one that was constantly changing 
in personnel. The time might. come, of course, 
when congressional disapproval would lead to 
such a board’s abolition. That would be better 
than applying political criteria to artistic 
products, 

In brief any aid to the creative life must first 
recognize the principle that the creative mind 
is not necessarily geared to utilitarian needs or 
the esthetic standards of the moment. If this 
sort of respect and confidence cannot be granted 
by official minds it would be better for the 
Government to leave art and artists as they are. 
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$229.000 To Be Returned 

Persons to whom Laclede Gas Co. owes some 
$229,000 in rate refunds have until the end of 
this year to collect. After that, under terms of a 
Missouri Public Service Commission order, La- 
clede stands discharged of any further liability. 
If any balance remains Laclede may put it in its 
treasury. 

The money is what is left of a fund of almost 
$2,500,000 that Laclede collected from St. Louis 
and St. Louis county gas customers between 1946 
and 1948 pending disposition of a rate case in- 
volving its supplier, Mississippi River Fuel Corp. 
Many of those to whom refunds are due have not 
been found; others evidently received refunds 
so small they did not bother to cash the checks. 

The likelihood, therefore, is that a substantial 
part of the $229,000 will still be in Laclede’s 
hands at the end of the year. 

No clear-cut opposition to Laclede’s request 
that it be permitted to retain the money devel- 
oped at the hearing before the Public Service 
Commission last fall. But Assistant Attorney 
General Harry Kay reported at the time that 
the State’s position was that the money did not 
belong to the company. :

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Time for a Word on Tito's Toughness 

Ever since Marshal Tito took Yugoslavia out 
of the Organization of Heroic and Ever-Obedient 
Soviet Satellites, he has issued regular press re- 
leases stating he is a better Communist any day 
than Stalin—or Malenkov, Molotov, Krushchev, 
Kaganovich, Mikoyan, Ponomarenko, Suslov, 
Pospelov, etc. (The Minister of Press and Propa- 
ganda obviously ig under strict orders to check 
the death notices in Pravda before releasing any 
Russian name.) 

This is perfectly natural. It makes Tito feel 
good about his argument that you can have Com- 
munism without being under contract to the 
Kremlin. Also it may-make him feel that in ac- 
cepting’ Western aid he has not sold his soul. Any 


_ psychiatrist will agree that this is good for the 


ego. But a while back, it seems that there was 
a feeling in Belgrade that these statements were 
not enough, that they should be bolstered by a 
good Moscow-type purge. 

So Vice President Milovan Djilas was charged 
as a deviationist. Even though a member of the 
Yugoslav Communist Central Committee, he had 
talked a lot about speeding up the democratiza- 
tion of the nation. Viadimir Dedijer, Tito’s war- 
time companion and biographer, was also hauled 
before the people’s court when he said a kind 
word for Djilas. To some, this looked like a 
Yugoslav-scale replay of Moscow, 1936. In fact, 
the esteemed Commonweal said that Tito had 
gone to “India where he would not have to watch 
the bloodshed.” 

The astute editorialist, however, should have 
realized that things were not running true to 
pattern when the accused, although officially in- 
-carcerated, went on giving interviews to the 
Times of New York and the Times of London. 
Would the late great Prosecutor Vishinsky have 
tolerated such goings-on? 

But the two men were brought to trial. Djilas 
was sentenced to 18 months in prison and three 
years on probation, Dedijer to six months be- 
hind the bars, both sentences suspended. And al- 
though they were imposed only on Monday, there 
4s already word that both are to be appealed.

As a new Governor, George Craig of Indiana was shocked to 
find state mental hospital patients without clothes, equipment 
which had never been used, poor food and little treatment; 
called for doctors, social workers and began a ‘revolution.’ 


Gov. George N. Craig of Indiana in The Heartland 


When I was campaigning for Gov- 
ernor, I had done quite a lot of talking 
about the mental health situation in 
Indiana, the bad state of our mental 
hospitals, and the need for improve- 
ment. 


Among my campaign promises was 
a definite pledge that, if elected, I 
would do something about the situation. 


Over considerable protest, I had ap- 
pointed a woman, Dr. Margaret Mor- 
gan, as the new Commissioner of Men- 
tal Health. She had an excellent rec- 
ord as a psychiatrist and administrator, 
and as I look back I think she must also 
have been a fine psychologist. 

She took me on a tour of a couple of 
our state's mental institutions. I will 
say, mo er, that even I wasn't pre- 
pared for the shock. 

We found places where the so-called 
“difficult” patients were being kept in 
virtual dungeons. Those persons clas- 
sified as feeding problems” were in 
some cases kept in solitary confinement. 
Some of the inmates were naked and 
apparently had been for years. 

We found medical and dental equip- 
ment that had never been used and a 
$5000 electroencephalograph which had 
never been connected. 


At the Indiana Village for Epileptics 
(which is primarily for mental patients 


who are also epileptics) we found - 


institution that had never had a regis- 
tered nurse, never had a dietitian, never 
had a social service staff. 


There was no recreational program; 
educational activities were outdated 
and ineffective. Fiscal affairs and busi- 
ness procedures were obsolete. 

Inmates were getting meat once a 
week, and a tasteless and unbalanced 
mixture of food generally. 

Most of the inmates had never had a 
physical or mental examination, and 
the newly-admitted patients were being 
examined perfunctorily and hurriedly. 

Before the day was over I had seen 
enough. I will confess to being more 
than a little warm under the collar. 

I called together the heads of all state 
agencies and gave some orders. 


The Indiana University Medical Cen- 
ter was asked to send doctors and spe- 


cialists. The dean of the Medical” made all down the line 


School and his staff were “drafted” to 
set up a kind of “assembly line” for 
complete physical examinations. 


the Department of Public Welfare to 
help the central office abstract and 
evaluate social histories and to help 
with the placement of patients who 
were found suitable for discharge. 


Yes, there were several well enough 
to leave, and some who probably never 
should have been there, including one 
man committed as an epileptic who 
had been a victim of nothing more than 
delirium tremens. 


Emergency supplies and equipment 
were shipped from various state agen- 
cies. Extra supplies of meat were or- 
de from the state farm so that 
meat could be included in the diet at 
least once a day instead of once a week. 

Recreational equipment and dental 
and medical supplies and equipment 
were requisitioned from other state 
agencies. 


In that one day it would seem that 
we started a small revolution. The 
truth is, however, that it was just a 
preliminary skirmish in a revolution 
which had started a few months before 
when the State Legislature, at my re- 
quest, had passed a new “Health Ad- 
ministration Act of 1953.” 

Since then we have made rapid strides 
toward improvement of the system un- 
der which mental defectives of all types 
are handled. . 


The Indiana Village for Epileptics 
has a current record of a complete phys- 
ical examination. There is a psycho- 
logical and dental record for every pa- 
tient. Medical records have been 
‘brought up to date and a system for 
maintaining these records has been in- 
stalled. - ; 

Patients found in need of immediate 
care were transferred to the Indiana 
Medical Center or to local hospitals, 
Patients with serious mental illnesses 
were transferred to state psychiatric 
hospitals. 


Now, for the first time, there are 
registered nurses on the staff. There 
is a trained psychiatric technician, a 
dentist, a trained dietitian, and a num- 
ber of psychiatric social workers.

TEXAS WOMAN 


Bomb in Auto Was In- 
tended for Husband, 
Police Say — Former 
Son-in-Law Accused. 


HOUSTON, Tex., Jan. 29 (AP) 
-—Two men, one a former son- 
in-law, today were charged with 
murder in the gangster-fashion 
killing of Mrs. Harry E. Weaver, 
wealthy west Texas ranch 
woman. 

Police charged the former 
son-in-law, Harry L. Washburn, 
38 years old, and Carlton Hen- 
neger, 37, both of Houston.

Officers said Mrs. Weaver was 


killed by mistake. They said the 
bomb planted in Weaver's car 
was meant for him. The car ex- 
ploded when Mrs. Weaver 
stepped on the starter. 

Houston city detective H. E. 
Thompson said Washburn first 
tried to hire two men last March 
to ambush Weaver, who was an 
architect. 

Henneger, a carpenter, was 
charged both with murder and 
as an accomplice to murder. 

Police refused to discuss many 
details of the actual murder plot 
against Weaver that resulted in 


the death of Mrs. Weaver, 52, on 


Jan. 19. 
But Thompson talked freely of 
what informers told him about 


the attempt by Washburn to set 


up Weaver's death last March. 
Washburn, an unsuccessful 


candidate. for county commis- pre 


sioner here in 1948 and 1950, 
was once charged on three 
counts ‘ with terrorizing ‘the 
Weavers with two guns and a 


knif e. 

, Deal Described. 

This incident took place on 
April 23, 1951, at the ranch home 
of the Weavers. The charges 
later were dropped. 

Washburn had no comment 
about his arrest or the charges 
against him. Henneger denied 
any connection with the killing, 
or with plans to kill Weaver. 

Thompson said he took a writ- 
ten statement from Johnny Mc- 
Kinnis, 45, of Houston three 
days after the death of Mrs. 
Weaver. The detective said Mc- 
Kinnis came to him and told 
him that last March Washburn 
contacted his and another man 
and offered them an undeter- 
mined amount of money to kill 
Weaver. 

McKinnis said Washburn gave 
them a 12-gauge shotgun and a 
22 caliber pistol and $450. 

McKinnis said they subse- 
quently received payments of 
$40, $50, $90 and other amounts 
ted that he could not re- 
call. 

“We just intended to take the 
money, we didn’t actually plan 
to kill Weaver, „ said McKinnis.

McKinnis told Thompson that 
Washburn never told them why 
he wanted Weaver killed.

say big business or big anything 
was a bad thing because it tend- 
ed to belittle the individual. He 
felt very strongly that individual 
initiative and the development 
of one human personality was 
far more important than the 
mass production which lies at 
the base of our economic de- 
velopment. 

The question that was first 
asked in the Look survey was: 
“In general, would you say that 
big business has been a good 
thing or not for the nation?” 

Eighty per cent of the people 
questioned said it was a “good 
thing.” Eight per cent thought 
it was not good, Seven per cent 
qualified their reply, and five 
per cent had no opinion.

THERE was an effort made, 
too, to find out the reasons for 
these attitudes, The main reason 
seemed to be the feeling that 
big business provided more jobs. 
Many others thought it lowered 
prices through mass production. 
Then there came a number of 
other reasons why people felt 
big business was important, such 
as promoting research, being the 
backbone of defense,production, 
improving. our standard of liv- 
ing, and helping the nation’s 
growth and prosperity. 

It is important to remember, 
though, that people on the whole 


have short memories. And it is 
evident in these answers that 
they have forgotten the day 
when the power of big business 
was unchallenged. The laws reg- 
ulating it were insufficient and 
the labor unions were not strong 
enough to be a factor. A8 a re- 
sult, some of the benefits now 
attributed to big business were 
at that nonexistent. 
Now, however, two out of 
every three people stated that 
the laws regulating business 
were sufficiently broad and 
strong, and more than half felt 
these laws were being adequate- 
ly enforced. Fortunately three 
out of four felt that this regula- 
tion in its present form was 
necessary and proper.

ACCORDING to the Look sur- 
vey, many more people today 
fear the power of labor unions.

points, West needed all of those 
honors, but if so, South gave no 
evidence that the knowledge im- 
pressed him. West laid down the 
king of spades as his opening 
lead, and South ruffed the trick 
with visible gusto. He then 
cashed the king of trumps and 
led low to the ace, after which 
he optimistically tried the club 
finesse. West won—which could 
scarcely surprise anyone—and, 
after cashing the queen of hearts, 
West had nothing to lose by 
leading the spade ace; dummy 
was dead. 

South ruffed again, ran his 
good clubs, and finally came to 
the point where he could not 
help surrendering two diamonds. 
So East-West entered up 200 
points in their own column. 

Now, back to the “pernicious 
habit” mentioned originally. The 
fact is that less-than-expert de- 
clarers always seem to tak 
pleasure in ruffing a high card 
when they're void of that suit. 
How can they be so blind? In 
this case, for instance, it should 
have been perfectly clear to 
South that nothing could be 
gained by ruffing the opening 
lead, and that it would be an 
excellent idea to discard a dia- 
mond and thus force West to 
lead again. The simple truth is 
that West would have been “end- 
played” then and there at Trick 
2, and South should have known 
that this would be the effect.

COLDS, by themselves, are 
seldom serious but they ‘cause 
more real misery and time lost 
from school and work than all 
other sicknesses combined. 


The average cold lasts from 
three days to a week, but com- 
plications—sinusitis, ear infec- 
tions, pneumonia and tuberculo- 
sis, among others—may follow. 
Such complications are often 
caused by neglecting to take care 
of a simple cold in its early 
stages. 

You may be able to prevent a 
cold if you: 

Avoid persons with a cold, 
especially those who cough or 
sneeze carelessly. — 

Eat a well-balanced diet. Keep 
unclean things away from your 


mouth nose, 

Avoid chilling. Drafts, wet 
feet, damp clothing or exposure 
to bad weather—anything that 
causes chilling—helps to lower 
your resistance.
